A Bright Outlook for the Old 
Camp: 

An old resident of Tuscarora 
stated toa GAZETTE reporter last 
night that bright days were in store 
for that mining district. All of the 
old properties are attracting more 
or less atiention, and will soon be 
in active operation again. The ore 
zone in Tuscarora is denominated 


as the “horse shoe mineral belt,’’ 
and as far as exploration bas been 
carried op it extends from the P. & 
P. Con. miue on the west and south 
to the Grand Prize ana Argenta 
mines on the east. All of the ter- 
ritory hetween the west 
aud the east side mines is highly 
mineralized,and will receive its fuil 
share of attention during the pres- 
ent season. The ore strike in the 
North Belle Isle and Nevada Queen 
is having a salutary effect, and the 
properties in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of those promising mines 
will be worked for all they are 
worth. Tuscarora ore bodies are 
not large, bvt they are extremely 
rich aod turn out bullion to a sur- 
prising amount. From present ap- 
pearances the future bullion output 
of tbe camp will equal or excel that 
of the past, and the activity that 
will follow will lead toa thorough 
pruspecting of the gold - bearing 
belt west ofthe Navajoand Belle 
Isle mines. All of the gulches west 
of the town have been washed for 
gold, and yielded well. While this 
work was going on many exceed- 
ingly rich spec:mens of gold-bear- 
ing quartz were found in the ground 
sluices, which demonstrate conclu- 
sively that rich gold-bearing ledges 
traverse that portion of the district. 
Mivers have always contended that 
Tuscarora was only a partially pros- 
pected district, and recent develop- 
ments have corroborated this idea.

MEETING OF THE GRAND 
° LODGE TO-DAY. 


A Large Attendance, Every Ledge 
in the State Being HNepresented 
~An Extract from Grand Chan- 
celler Cobb's Report—Condition 
ef the Order in Nevada. 

The Grand Lodge of the Koights 
of Pythias of Nevada met at the 
Masonic Hal! this morning at half- 
past 10 o’clock. Order was called 
by Grand Chancellor Cobb, of Day- 
ton. The number of delegates iu 
attendance was large, every lodge 
in the State being represented. A 
Committee on Returus and Creden- 
tials was appointed. The creden- 
tials of the representatives were 
then submitted te the committee, 
and upoo its reporting the Past 
Chancellor aod representatives 
were regularly iutroduced to the 
Grand Lodge. 

W. H. M. Cobb, Grand Chancel- 
lor, then read a leogthy report of 
the condition of the jurisdiction 
from June 11, 1886, t» June 8, 1887. 
Among other things he said: 

Since the last session of the Grand 
Lodge, the order ia this Sta'e has ad- 
vanced and prospered in a very satis- 
factory manner. A strougand bealtby 
interest now exists in vearly every 
Lodge in the Jurisdiction ; applications 
are coming in rapidly, and the mate- 
rial is reported as m»st desirable. 

Saspension tor non-payment of dues 
has reduced our namerical strength 
materially during the past year. This 
is one of the greatest obstacles we have 
to deal with, and is, in my opinion, 
the result of poor materia!. The sur- 
est way to obviate this evil ts to admit 
only those whose pride and manhood 
will not permit such a condition of af- 
fairs to exist, 

Our Jurisdiction is recognized and 
respected in the Supreme Ledge, and 
our tepresentatives, in poiat of ability 
and dignity, stand second to none in 
that body. For the first time in the 
history of our Order, this Jurisdiction 
has been honored in the Supreme 
Lodge, by the appointment of her 
Senior Representative as (hairman 


of an important committee, 
The business interests of our State 


-jare brightening; our miuving indus- 


tries are being revived; our agricultu- 
ral resources successfully develuped, 
aud our products bave attained a well- 
earned reputation for their excellence; 
our lands are being reclaimed, and the 
value of real estate advancing. The 
outlook is bright, and as the State 
respers so will Pythianism advance. 
E: predict for our jurisdistion a sub- 
stantial increase 
finances during the coming year. 

As I have received no report from 
District Deputy G. C. of District No. 3,

THE ASYLUM INVESTIGATION 


Dr. Bishop Exonerated—A Scerch.- 
ing HNepert. 


The Board of Commissioners for 
the Care of the Indigeot Insane of 
Nevada, consisting of Governor 
Steveuson, State Coutroller Hal- 
lock and Stite Treasurer George 
Tufly have made a very lengthy fi- 
nale report aud series of findings in 
the matter of the charges sig .ed by 
William Thompson against Dr. 
Bishop, as Superintendent of the 
Asylum at Reno. A discussion of 
the case precedes the following, 
which is taken from the official re- 
port a'ready published: 


In conclusion, we find that the 
cuarges, one and all, agaist Dr. 
Bishop, are utterly groundless, and we 
hereby exonerate him from them, and 
from the odium sought to be fastened 
upon him,and insiead of censuring 
him for any act as Superintendent of 
the Asylum of which we have cogni- 
zance, we feel to commend him for his 


| uniformly tender care of the unfortu- 


nate patieats in his charge and for the 
general good management of the in- 
stitution, and in this we are not gov- 
erned by any feelings of partiality, but 
satisfaction that he, our agent, tor 
whom we are responsible, bas per- 
formed the onerous and difficult du- 
ties ay er upon him faithfully and 
well. We also feel called upon to equiv- 
ocally and emphatically denounce the 
apparent motives which prompted 
charges so wholly unfounded, so ruth- 


'lessly and devilishly malignant, and 


so evidently designed to blast the 
name and reputation and life of Dr. 
Bishop, regardless of the means or 
manner of doing it, and regardless of 
the fact that our Asylum is stigma- 
tized by reason thereof, and for the 
bitterness of heart, the waste of public 
money, and the disturbance in the 
management of the Asylum, which 
can but result in evil to the patients, 
caused by the careless and unowar- 
ranted action of the con:plainant and 
bis abettors in this matter, we can 
find no words of condemnation suffi- 
ciently severe. 

Now, therefore, let it be understood 
that no repetition of any of thecharges 
will be considered by this Buard, and 
no other charges burn of the contempt- 
ble malice aad batred of Dr. A. Daw- 
son.
